1. log. Bolf Engel, bom In M on 10 August 1912, a Canaan space and 
guided talas lie research specialist working for the Italian government 
organisation Sispre, la much Interested In a Joint rocket develop- 
ment program to be undertaken by Oet— ny, Italy, and Prance. He 
come to Heat Genaany about ten days before 'tha NATO Conference in 
December 1957, with an Italian general apparently to discuss with tha 
Heat Canaan Defense Ministry a program by which the three countries 
could cooperate on rocket developmental work to avoid duplication of 
research and eventually to develop standardised rockets for the use 
of the MATO countries. One of the Germans who participated In the 
conference was Dipl. Ing. Ludwig Boelkow, head of the Boelkow 
Corporation of Stuttgart, with whom Engel has been In touch on another 
Joint program. ^ According to an associate of Boelkow, no Joint work 
has yet been undertaken by the three countries, but plans to organise 
the developmental program are under consideration. 3 
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2. During Horld War II, Engel beaded a solid-fuel research and develop- 
ment center In the Danaig area under the German government. His team 
was later moved to a development center near Prlbran, In the Vioinity 
of Prague, and toward the end of the War to Munich, where It continued 
working until the Amerlaen occupation of the area. At this point, 
Engel moved to. the French Zone of Germany for a short time aal in 1947 
went to Paris to work for OKERA, a French government organisation 
concerned with rocket development. He eaployed German technicians 
for so— of his ballistic and trajectory work there. 



3. In 1952, Engel accepted a Job with the Egyptian government and moved 
. to Cairo, where he remained until the sun— r of 1957* In Egypt, as 
In Paris, he employed a number of German engineers and technicians, 
some of whom same from Paris with him. Engel left Cairo In July 1957 
to take a position with Slap re. 
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Engel' a reputation In Vest Oera&ny Is sot vary good, but be ap- 
parently wishes to return to Oermany and reestablish himself there. 
He Seeps his extensive library on rockets and missiles at Munich, 
where his wife has been living since she left Egypt with her husband
